Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following Informalities: 

• The claims must commence on separate sheet;

- In Page 6, Line 8 should read - - In figure 2 - - instead of "In figure 3"; 

- The detailed description of figures 3 - 8 is missing. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

3. Claims 1 - 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Mandiberg (US 5.428.193). 

Mandiberg teaches a disposable stethoscope cover (Fig.1, Item 10), with tab 
(Fig.1 , Item 44), made from paper, plastic, mbber, fabric, or any other elastomeric 
blend; that can be made in one size to fit the bell and another size to fit the diaphragm 
(Figs 3 - 6); wherein the tab is made in any shape or size; wherein the tab (Figs.1 , 5 
and 6, Item 44) is made in the body of the cover (Figs.1 , 5 and 6. item 1 0); wherein the 
cover can be made from various weights of elastomeric blend (Col.2, Line 59 - Col.3, 
Line 55).
